_ At the present time this question 
is often discussed by people who, 
holding opposite opinidns on the 
subject, sometimes express them 
with much more force th logic. 
liose persons, for instante, who 
hold ‘that you follow the nationality 
of your father aré apt to argue on 
the lines of the old “cross-talk” co- 
median. “Do you mean to tell mie,” 
he says, “that if a cat walks into a 
fish shop and has kittens, those kit- 
tens will be bloaters?” 

_The theory, however, is not. so 
simple as that. For if one is alwavs 
of his father’s nationality, it follows 


of his father, and so on into the re- 
mote past, and as the inhabitants- of 
Great Britain are very largely  de- 
scended from Normans and Saxons 
and Danes—to mention only a few of 
the sources from which our race has 
sprung—it would follow that scarcely 
anyone would be entitled to call him-

How Prohibition 
Affects Russia 


Kesults so Satisfactory That There 
Is Small Chance of Re- 
turn to Old Order 


Recently the Russian ministry of 
finance published a volume in which 
it disctissed the effect of the prohi- 
bition of vodka upon the Russian 
people. The review covers the pet- 
iod from July, 1914, to April, 1915; 
but while it covers less than a year 
it’ is well worth noting its conclu- 
sions. It declares that while drunk- 
enness has decreased, church-going 
has increased; and while vodka shops 
have disappeared, their place has} 
been taken by tea-houses and eating- 
houses. Village life has been chang- 
ed for the better, and. prosperity is 
much in evidence. It is asserted that 
suicides have decreased considerably 
while thieving, murder, street fights 
and such like have decreased in some 
localities on the average about 46.4 
per cent. Tlie health of the people 
has improved, and beggars have al- 
most disappeared. On account _of 
the village houses being built of wood 
and straw, fire has @ecn a terrible 
scourge; but prohibition has lessened 
the firé rate from 20 to 40 per cent. 
The deposits in governmental sav- 
ings .banks have increased in an ex- 
traordinary degrée, and in the pro- 
vince of Perm ‘alone the population 
has added about $8,000,000 to its 
wealth in this way. The abolition of 
vodka lias greatly increased the ef- 
ficiency of Jabor in some cases, in the 
Moscow industrial district the in- 
crease’ being as high as 25 per cent. 
‘the people generally secm glad that 
the curse has been banished, and 
there seems small probability that 
the republic will return to-the evil 
which the empire put under the ban. 
—Christian Guardian. ‘
